1. POST DOES NOT HAVE COPY OF REPONSE TO DEPARTMENT 
AIRGRAM CITED REFTEL. NONETHELESS, MANY LAWS ON 
TERRORISM HAVE BEEN AMENDED SINCE 1974, A A RESULT OF THE 
HIGH LEVEL OF TERRIROSM IN ARGENTINA THROUGH 1977 ARGENTINA 
IS HOT A PARTY TO THE HEW YORK OR OAS CONVENTIONS. 

WHILE LAWS 19,793 AND 20,411 RATIFY THE HAGUE AND 
MONTREAL CONVENTIONS RESPECTIVELY, THERE HAVE BEEN 
NO IMPLEMENTING REGULATIONS TO THESE LAWS. 

2. THE BASIC LAW ON TERRORISM IS LAW 20,840 ENACTED ' 

OH SEP 28, 1974 WHICH WAS AMENDED BY LAW 21,469 OF NO¬ 
VEMBER 18, 1976. ARTICLE 1 OF THE CURRENT LAW MANDATES 
A PRISON SENTENCE OF BETWEEN THREE AND EIGHT YEARS 
FOR THOSE WHO USE NON-CONSTITUTIONAL MEANS TO 
DISTURB THE ARGENTINE INTERNAL ORDER FOR IDEOLOGICAL 
REASONS, UNLESS THE OFFENSE COMES UNDER ANOTHER PROVISION 
OF EXISTING LAWS WITH STIFFER PENALTIES. ARTICLE 2 
DECREES PRISON TERMS FROM TWO TO SIX YEARS FOR THOSE 

WHO TEACH OR SUPPORT OTHERS WHO CARRY OUT SUBVERSIVE 
ACTS. ACCORDING TO ARTICLE 3, THOSE WHO USE SYHOBLS OF 
TERRORIST ORGANIZATIONS OR RADIO OR NEWSPAPERS AUTHORITIES 
WHO PUBLICIZE THEIR STATEMENTS ARE SUBJECT TO TWO TO FIVE 
YEARS IMPRISONMENT. IF ANY OF THESE OFFENSES ARE 
COHMITTES BY NATURALIZED ARGENTINES, AFTER SERVICING THEIR 
SENTENCE, THEIR CITIZENSHIP IS REVOKED AND THEY ARE EXPELLED FROM 
THE COUNTRY. FOREIGNERS COMMIT IIIG THESE CRIMES ARE 
EXPELLED FROM ARGENTINA FOLLOWING THE 
CONCLUSION OF THEIR SENTENCE. UNDER LAW 21,450, ALSO 
ENACTED ON NOV 18, 1976, THE ARGENTINE ARMED FORCES 
AS WELL AS THE POLICE ARE GIVEN RESPONSIBILITY TO PROSE¬ 
CUTE TERRORISTS.

3. IN ADDITIONA TO THESE LAWS DEALING WITH IDEOLOGICALLY 
MOTIVATED TERRORIST ACTS, ARTICLE 210 OF THE ARGENTINE 
PENAL CODE STIPULATES A SENTENCE OF FIVE TO FIFTEEN YEARS 
FOR THOSE BELONGING TO AN ORGANIZEO GROUP WHICH COMMITS 
VIOLENT ACTS AGAINST A PERSON OR INSTITUTION. UNDER 

THE PROVISIONS OF THE SAME ARTICLE, LEADERS OF SUCH 
ARMED GROUPS ARE SUBJECT TO IMPROSNMEHT OF BETWEEN 
EIGHT AND TWENTY FIVE YEARS.- IF THEIR ACT LEADS TO 
LOSS OF LIFE OR GRAVE WOUNDS SUSTAINED BY THEIR VICTIMS, 
THE ARTICLE STATES THAT THE PUNISHMENT SHALL BE DEATH 
OR LIFE IMPRISONMENT RESPECTIVELY. THE SENTENCE OF THOSE 
WHO VOLUNTARILY GIVE THEMSELVES UP IS REDUCED TO FIFTEEN 
TO TWENTY FIVE YEARS, TEH TO TWENTY YEARS, OR BY A THIRD 
FOR SENTENCES OF DEATH, LIFE IMPRISONMENT, OR A REDUCED

IF THEY ARE SUCCESSFUL. UNDER ART ICLE142, KIDNAPPERS ARE 
ALSO SUBJECT TO AN EIGHT TO TWENTY FIVE YEAR PRISON TERM 
IF THE VICTIM IS WOUNDED IN THE ACT OR IF FORCED TO GIVE

AND UNQITTING VICTIM OF AN INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM 
CONSPIRACY. ARGENTINA HAS BROUGHT UP THE MENACE OF 
INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM IN NUMEROUS MULTILATERAL FORA, 

SEEKING SYMPATHY FOR ITS OWN CASE AS WELL AS AN 
INSTITUTIONALIZED RESPONSE TO TERRORISM. 

THE COUNTRY’S REJECTION OF THE REFERENCED CONVENTION 
THEREFORE APPEARS TO BE NOT 50 MUCH OPPOSITION TO ITS

1. THIS REPORT GIVES A SUMMARY REPORT OF POLITICAL VIOLENCE 
AND TERRORIST ACTIVITIES THAT HAVE BEEN REPORTED TO US BY 
SECURITY FORCES DURING THE MONTH OF OCTOBER 1978. 

2. OCTOBER 7 - A BOMB EXPLODED IN A VEHICLE (A FIAT) WHICH 
WAS PARKED IN THE WOODED AREA OF EZIEZA. THE DEVICE WAS 

. DETONATED WHEN MR. JUAN JOSE CASTRO, 35 YEARS OF AGE AND 
HIS SON, PABLO CASTRO, SIX YEARS, APPROACHED THE VEHICLE 
AND MANIPULATED A PACKAGE LOCATED WITHIN THE VEHICLE. 

BOTH MR. CASTRO AND HIS SON WERE WOUNDED BY THE EXPLOSION 
AND TAKEN TO THE EZIEZA HOSPITAL. NO FURTHER INFORMATION 
WAS RECEIVED BY THIS OFFICE. 

OCTOBER 10 - AT APPROXIMATELY 1 A.M. THREE ARGENTINE 
GENTLEMEN NAMED HERALDO DURANTE SCflRANAl, ALEJANORO 
DAKLEL SPAJANOLLO AND MR. DARIO HECTOR GARCIA, WERE ADMITTED 
TO THE HOSPITAL POUCLINICO CENTRAL SUFFERING GUN SHOT 
WOUNDS. UPON BEING QUESTIONED BY LOCAL AUTHORITIES THE 
WOUNDED HEN ADVISED THAT WHILE DRIVING THROUGH THE INTER¬ 
SECTION OF REPUBLICA ORIENTAL DE URUGUAY AND AVENIOA 
CROVARA IN VILLA MADERO, THEIR VEHICLE WAS FORCEDTO THE 
SIDE OF THE ROAD BY A FIAT CONTAINING THREE INDIVIDUALS. 

THE THREE MEN IN THE FI AT WHICH FORCED THEM OFF TUT SIDE ' 
OF THE ROAD, GOT OUT OF THE AUTOMOBILE AND BEGAN SHOOTING. 
THE MEN ADVISED THEY ESCAPED IN THEIR VEHICLE 
AND CAME TO THE HOSPITAL FOR TREATMENT. IT SHOULD BE NOTED 
THAT ONE OF THE OCCUPANTS MR. SPAJANOLLO IS THE SON OF AN 
ARGENTINE MAJOR AND THE NEPHEW OF THE ASSISTANT DIRECTOR 
OF THE ARGENTINE WAR COLLEGE. 

OCTOBER 11- WITHIN THE FACULTY OF ARCHITECTURE SEVERAL 
INSCRIPTIONS WERE FOUND SIGNED BY THE P.C.R. IN WHICH 
GOVERNMENT AUTHORITIES WERE CRITICIZED. THE INSCRIPTIONS 
READ ’PATRIOTIC UNIT AGAINST THE GUERRILA-FACIST DICTATOR¬ 
SHIP OF VIDELA. * NEXT TO THE INSCRIPTION WAS DRAWN THE 
HAMMER AND CYCLE. 

- ON THE SAME DATE AT APPROXIMATELY 1 A.M. IN THE 
MORNING, BOMB EXPLOSJVE PERSONNEL WERE SUMMONED TO AN 
INDUSTRIAL ESTABLISHMENT LOCATED AT 2942 CANALEJAS WHERE 
A SUSPICIOUS PACKAGE WAS LOCATED. INSPECTION OF THE 
PACKAGE PROVED TO BE NEGATIVE. 

- AT APPROXIMATELY 6:40 A.M. MR. CARLOS OSCAR ROLAS, 
ARGENTINE 46 YEARS OF AGE, NOTIFIED LOCAL AUTHORITIES 
THAT UPON LEAVING HIS RESIDENCE HE DISCOVERED A BOX WITH 
THE INSCRIPTION "DON'T APPROACH - EXPLOSIVES - DO NOT 
TOUCH,’ POLICE AND BOMB EXPLOSIVE EXPERTS ARRIVED AND 
DEACTIVATED A BOMB WHICH CONSISTED OF DYNAMITE. 

OCTOBER 15 - AT APPROXIMATELY 11:15 A.M. IN THE 


INTERSECTION OF DON BUSCO AKD LURO STREETS MORTARS WERE 
FOUND SIZES 50 X 15 CENT. MADE OUT OF STEEL WITH THE 
INSCRIPTION ’BOR 1946 NO. 6615 AND BOR 1946 NO. 54540." 

OCTOBER 17 - TERRORISTS ATTACKED IN DIFFERENT AREAS 
OF MORON BY PLACING “PAMPHLET AND MOLOTOV BOMBS’ WHICH 
CAUSED MINOR MATERIAL DAMAGES. THE FOLLOWING ARE SOME 
DETAILS OF THE EVENTS: 

1. AT APPROXIMATELY 8:20 P.M. IT WAS REPORTED THAT AN 
EXPLOSIVE DEVICE HAD BEEN FOUND IN THE SAN MARTIN RAIL¬ 
ROAD STATION. THE BOMB WAS DEACTIVATED BY BOMB EXPLOSIVE 
EXPERTS WHO STATED THAT THE DEVICE WAS A PAMPHLET BOMB. 

2. AT APPROXIMATELY 8:20 P.M. ON RICH IERRI AND O'BRIEN 
STREETS, THE HOME OF JORGE ARROZ HORACIO RANDLE, A 

..MOLOTOV BOMB EXPLODED CAUSING A MINOR FIRE WHICH THE OWNER 
WAS ABLE TO EXTINGUISH. 

3. IN THE HOME OF PABLO MURATORE, LOCATED AT 1120 GARAY 
A MOLOTOV BOMB WAS PLACED OH THE ROOF OF A FIAT 800. 

BOMB EXPLOSIVE EXPERTS WERE ABLE TO DEACTIVATE THE BOMB. 

4. AT 1170 GARAY, RESIDENCE OF HR. ARMANDO CISILOTO, 

OWNER OF A WAREHOUSE, A MOLOTOV BOMB EXPLODED CAUSING 
MINOR DAMAGE TO THE FRONT DOOR. 

5. IN THE HOME OF MR. ADOLFO ALFONSO MENDEZ TRONGE, 

LOCATED AT 1370 JUAN DIEZ DE SOLIS, FORMER SECRETARY OF 
THE STATE DISTRICT ATTORNEY IN THE PROVINCE OF BUENOS 
AIRES, AN INCENDIARY BOMB EXPLODED CAUSING LITTLE DAMAGE. 
TWO OTHER EXPLOSIVE DEVICES, A PAMPHLETARY AND MOLOTOV 
WERE DISCOVERED AND DEACTIVATED BY BOMB EXPLOSIVE PERSONNEL. 

OCTOBER 20 - AT APPROXIMATELY 0030 A.M, IN THE MORNING 
A POLICE PATROL CAR OF THE LOMAS OE ZAMORA PRECINCT 
08SERVED TWO SUSPICIOUS INDIVIDUALS AT THE INTERSECTIONS 
OF MONTEAGUDO AND ALVEAR. THE POLICE VEHICLE STOPPEO AND 
ASKED THE INDIVIDUALS TO IDENTIFY THEMSELVES. AT THIS 
POINT THE TWO INDIVIDUALS STARTED SHOOTING AND ESCAPED, 
LEAVING BEHIND ONE BRIEFCASE CONTAINING A BOX WITH 30 
CARTRIDGES OF 9MM. AMMUNITION AND AN EXPLOSIVE DEVICE WHICH 
WAS DEACTIVATED BY BOMB EXPLOSIVE EXPERTS. 

OCTOBER 24 - AT 10 A.M. TWO UNKNOWN INDIVIDUALS FORCED 
•THEIR WAY INTO A GROCERY STORE LOCATED AT 2237 SAHORES

1. EMBASSY HAS RECEIVED REPORTS FROM FOUR DIFFERENT HUMAN 
RIGHTS SOURCES (THREE OF WHOM ARE FROM LA.PLATA) REGARDING 
SECURITY OPERATIONS IN l.A PLATA BELIEVED TO BE DIRECTED 
AGAINST PERSONS WITH EITHER THE TRAINING OR THE ACCESS 
TO EQUIPMENT WHICH COULD HAVE BEEN USED IN THE JUNE 1 
AND JUNE 14 BROADCASTS OF MONTONERO PROPAGANDA ON THE

FIRM, ATTRACTED ATTENTION BECAUSE HE WAS TAKEN FROM 
HIS HOSPITAL BED IN EARLY JUNE. ELICABE. ACCORDING 
TO SOURCE AND PRESS ACCOUNTS, UNDERWENT BLADDER 
SURGERY ON MAY 31 AND WAS REMOVED FROM THE HOSPITAL 
DE AGUDOS GENERAL SAN MARTIN BY A GROUP OF ARMED 
MEN IDENTIFYING THEMSELVES AS MEMBERS OF THE JOINT 
FORCES. PRIOR TO HIS ABDUCTION, ACCORDING TO THE 
NEWSPAPER ACCOUNT, HIS HOME WAS SEARCHED AND BOOKS 
AND A TELEVISION SET REMOVED. 


5. ACCORDING TO HUMAN RIGHTS AND SECURITY SOURCES, 
PROVINCIAL POLICE LOCATED THE LOW POWER- TRANSMITTER 
IN A DOWNTOWN LA PLATA HOTEL ROOM WHICH WAS USED 
FOR ONE OF THE ILLEGAL BROADCASTS. THE TRANS¬ 
MISSION WAS VERY LOW POWERED, EXTENDING SOME FIVE

APR 26: AN EXPLOSIVE DEVICE HAS DETONATED AT THE GENERAL 
SAN MARTIN PROVINCIAL SCHOOL IN CORDOBA. THE BOMB 
CAUSED SERIOUS MATERIAL DAMAGE. 

- RAUL ANTONIO AYBAR TURNED HIMSELF IN TO COMANDO FOUR 
IN TUCUMAN. HE BELONGED TO THE PRT-ERP. 

APR 27: SEVERAL UNIONS IN CORDOBA PROVINCE RECEIVED 
FROM BS. AS. BULLETIN NO. 207, DATED APR 12, 1978, OF 
THE MARX!ST-COMNUNIST-LEN1N1ST PARTY. 

APR 30: IN THE SCHOOL OF ENGINEERING, UNIVERSITY OF 
ROSARIO, THE NEVSPAPIR "NUEVA HORA", A PCR PUBLICATION, 

WAS DISTRIBUTED. IT WAS DATED MARCH 25, 1978. THERE 
WERE ALSO BULLETINS DISTRIBUTED FROM THE CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY. 

- ON THE SAME DATE IN MENDOZA, AN EXPLOSIVE DEVICE WAS 

DETAONATED IN FRONT OF THE RESIDENCE OF CARLOS ALBERTO 
CURCHOD. THE BOMB HAS PLACED UNDER HIS CAR AND CAUSED 
CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE. CURCHOD WORKS IN THE CRIMINAL 
COURT BUILDING AND ALSO BELONGS TO THE CIVIL INTELLIGENCE 
GROUP "C“ OF THE AIR FORCE. 

3. RSO COMMENT: DURING APRIL, RSO MET WITH MEMBERS OF 
THE ARGENTINE SECURITY SERVICES CHARGED WITH DEVELOPING 
INTELLIGENCE CONCERNING TERRORIST ACTIVITIES. SOURCES 
STATED THE CURRENT TERRORIST STRENGTH IS 450-500 MOIITONERO 
COMBATANTS, OF WHICH 150 ARE OUTSIDE OF ARGENTINA, AND 200-275 
MEMBERS OF THE RP, OF WHOM ONLY 20 ARE CONSIDERED COMBATANTS, 
SUPPORTED BY A CADRE OF APPROXIMATELY 100-175 PERSONS IN 
ARGENTINA. BOTH ORGANIZATIONS, PARTICULARLY THE ERP, 

ARE WEAK AND HAVE ONLY LIMITED COMBAT CAPABILITY. HOWEVER, 

THE MONTONEROS CONTINUE ATTACKS ON SOFT TARGETS, INCLUDING 
BUSINESS PERSONNEL AND MEMBERS OF THE GOA. CASE IN POINT 
WAS THE ATTACK AGAINST THE HOME OF MR. DON JOHNONS, U.S. 
EMPLOYEE OF ALUAR, A DIVISION OF REYNOLOS ALUMINUM, ON 
4-14-78. HIS RESIDENCE WAS APPARENTLY THE TARGET OF 
A G-40 GRENOADE FIRE FROM A GRENADE LAUNCHER. 
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LAUNCHER WHICH IS A SOPHISTICATED BAZOOKA-LIKE ATTACK 
WEAPON AS WELL AS THE SFM G 70 A AND SFM G 40 GRENADES 
WHICH ARE FIRED FROM THE LAUNCHER. BOTH THESE GRENADES 
HAVE AN ACCURACY UP TO APPROXIMATELY 100 YARDS AND WILL 
PENETRATE ONE-HALF INCH OF STEEL. THEY ARE USED AGAINST 
POLICE PRECINCTS AND MILITARY AND POLICE VEHICLES AS WELL 
AS OCCASIONALLY IN ATTACKS ON RESIDENCES. THE G 40 
IS THE NEWEST IN THEIR SERIES OF LAUNCHED GRENADES. THEY 
HAVE ALSO REFINED THEIR HAND GRENADE AND DEVELOPED THE 
SMF G 5 WHICH CONTAINS A VERY HIGH SHRAPNEL CONTENT. 

UNDER DEVELOPMENT, IS-THE SFM TROMBA WHICH IS A LAUNCHER 
USED TO CONVERT A L2 GUAGE SHOTGUN TO FIRE GRENADES AND- 
THE SFM LGE 22 WHICH IS A SMALL MORAR ONLY IN THE 
DESIGN STAGE. SOURCES STATED THAT EVEN THOUGH THE MONTONEROS 
HAVE IN SONE AREAS IMPROVED THEIR WEAPONS, THEY ARE IN 
VERY LIMITED SUPPLY. 

5. THEY HAVE ALSO CTONINUED THEIR DEVELOPMENT OF 
EXPLOSIVES AND ARE CURRENTLY USING A PLASTIOUE WHICH THEY 
DESIGNATE AS C2. THE MOST CURRENT EXPLOSIVE DEVICE IS 
NORMALLY PACKED IN A PLASTIC CYLINDER, 17 CMS HIGH AND 
9 CMS IN DIAMETER. IT IS MANUFACTURED TO PRODUCE AN 
EXPLOSION IN ONE DIRECTION, SIMILAR TO A SHAPED CHARGE. 

IT IS BELIEVED THAT IT WAS DEVELOPED FOR ATTACKS AGAINST 
HOMES AND SHOPS WITH THE IDEA OF PRODUCING MAXIMUM DES¬ 
TRUCTION IN ONE DIRECTION AND DIMINISHING EXPLOSIVE EFFECTS 
IN OTHER DIRECTIONS. IT IS ACTIVATED BY A TIMER SIMILAR 
TO THE ONE USED IN WASHING MACHINES AND IS SET NORMALLY 
FOR A FIVE MINUTE DELAY. THE ACTIVATING SYSTEM IS ELECTRIC 
AND USED A l.S VOLT BATTERY AND A NUMBER 8 ELECTRICAL 
OE T ONAT OR OF AUSTRIAN MANUFACTURE. THE EXPLOSIVE CHARGE 
CONTAINS 800 CMS OF AMYHITE ALUMINIZED POWOER. IT 1 CAN 
BE MANUFACTURED WITH AMMONIUM NITRATE, POTASSIUM PERCLORATE, 
RUBBER POWDER AND ALUMINUM POWDER. THE EFFECTS ARE 
QUITE SIMILAR TO TNT. IT ALSO CONTAINS A TRIAL CIRCUIT 
CHECK SYSTEM WITH A PARALLEL CIRCUIT USING A 1.5 VOLT 
LAMP. THE EXPLOSIVE FORCE CAN PENETRATE 60 CM. Of A 
MASONRY WALL OR 10 CMS OF STEEL. ACCORDING TO SECURITY 
SERVICES, THIS EXPLOSIVE DEVICE IS THE NEWEST IN THE 
TERRORIST ARSENAL OF WEAPONS. HOWEVER, IN SPITE OF 
IMPROVEMENT IN 'EXPLOSIVES, COMISARIO MARTINI, CHIEF OF 
FEDERAL POLICE EXPLOSIVES BRIGADE, STATED THAT BOMB INCI¬ 
DENTS ARE GREATLY RED# FROM THIS TIME LAST YEAR AND 
THAT SOME EXPERTS OF THE POLICE DEMOLITION UNITS HAVE 
BEEN ASSIGNED TO ROUTINE INSPECTION DUTIES. SOURCE STATED 
HE EXPECTS THIS DOWNWARD TREND TO CONTINUE WITH THE 
POSSIBLE EXCEPTION OF JUNE 1978, DURING THE WORLD CUP.

1. OVER THE PAST YEAR THE SECURITY SITUATION IN ARGENTINA 

HAS GREATLY IMPROVED. THE BEST AVAILABLE ESTIMATES OF TERRORIST 
STRENGTH REFLECT 400-500 MONTONEROS, 700-100 ERP AND LESS THAN 
20 WORKERS POWER COMMUNIST ORGANIZATION (OCPO) , THE LEADER¬ 
SHIP OF BOTH THE MONTONEROS AND THE ERP IS OPERATING OUT OF 
EUROPE AND THE ORGANIZATIONS ARE IN DISARRAY. THE OCPO 
HAS NOT RECENTLY ENGAGED IN TERRORIST ACTIVITIES AND FOR THE 
MOST PART THEY ARE IN DEEP HIDING. RECENTLY A CACHE OF ARMS 
WAS DISCOVERED IN MAR-DEL PLATA BELONGING TO THE PCML (MARXIST 
LENINIST COMMUNIST PARTY). HOWEVER, THEY HAVE NOT BEEN 
INVOLVED IN SIGNIFICANT TERRORIST ACTIVITIES FOR OVER 1 1/2 YEARS. 

2. THE MONTONEROS REPRESENT THE MAJOR TERRORIST THREAT. THEY 
ARE OPERATING PRINCIPALLY IN THE SOUTHERN AREA OF GREATER 
BUENOS AIRES WHICH INCLUDES THE MAJOR INDUSTRIAL AREA. 

THEY HAVE BEEN TRYING TO FORGE AN IDENTIFICATION 
WITH DISSATISFIED WORKERS AND TO CAPITALIZE ON THE HARSH 
ECONOMIC SITUATION. THEY HAVE THREATENED BUSINESS EXECU¬ 
TIVES WHOSE COMPANIES HAVE BECOME INVOLVED IN LABOR DIS¬ 
PUTES OR WHO HAVE LAID OFF WORKERS. THIS ATTEMPT TO IDENTIFY 
STRONGLY WITH WORKERS' ASPIRATIONS THROUGH ATTACKS AGAINST 
MANAGEMENT IS AND WILL CONTINUE TO BE THEIR MAIN GOAL 
DURING THIS COMING YEAR. 

3. THE MAJOR LIMITATION ON MONTONERO TERRORIST ACTIVITIES 
RESULTS FROM THEIR DEPLETED RESOURCES. 

THEY HAVE SUFFERED MAJOR DEFECTIONS, III SOME CASES OF HIGH 
RANKING PERSONNEL. MANY OF THESE DEFECTORS ARE COLLABORATING 
WITH ARGENTINE SECURITY OFFICIALS, MAKING IT VERY DIFFICULT 
FOR THE.MONTONEROS TO SUCCESSFULLY CONDUCT OPERATIONS. 

THE STRONGEST AND LARGEST MONTONERO COLUMN IS COLUMN 25 
WHICH IS OPERATING III THE SOUTHERN AREA OF GREATER 
BUENOS AIRES. IT HAS 60 TO 80 MEMBERS. THIS COLUMN RECEIVED A SER¬ 
IOUS SETBACK ON DEC. 14, 1977 WHEN ITS LEADER (RAUL MORTOLA) 

WAS KILLED IN A CONFRONTATION WITH SECURITY 

FORCES. HE WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR THE ASSASSINATION 

OF GENERAL OMAR ACT IS IN 1976, COL. ANGEL SURADA IN 

MAY 1977, OR RODOLFO I ARC IE, MANAGER OF ALGODONERA LAVALLOL, 

AND, ON OCT. 13, 1977, HE WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR PLANTING 
A BOMB IN FRONT OF THE HOUSE OF MR. BEECH, MANAGER OF 
CHRYSLER. THIS SETBACK HAS TEMPORARILY REDUCED THE 
EFFECTIVENESS OF THE SOUTHERN COLUMN WHICH HAD BEEN RE¬ 
SPONSIBLE FOR NUMEROUS ATTACKS AGAINST BUSINESS AND GOVERN¬ 
MENT PERSONNEL. 

4. THE EMBASSY'S OVERALL ASSESSMENT IS THAT ARGENTINA 
IS SAFE FOR U.S. TOURIST TRAVEL ANDGOVERIIMENT OFFICIALS 
COMING ON PRIVATE VISITS. THE'SECURITY SITUATION 
HAS IMPROVED FOR AMERICAN BUSINESS PERSONNEL AND THEY 
SHOULD FEEL FREE TO TRAVEL TO ARGENTINA WITH THE CAVEAT 
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THAT THEY FOLLOW GOOD SECURITY TRACT ICES, AVOID PUBLICITY 
AND THAT THEIR COMPANIES ARE NOT INVOLVED IN ANY SERIOUS LABOR 
DISPUTES. ALL U.S. BUSINESS EXECUTIVES 
VISITING ARGENTINA SHOULD BE ENCOURAGED TO MEET WITH THE

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How The Montoneros Struck It Rich 


One of the most lucrative kidnapings of all times was 
staged by the Montoneros in Buenos Aires on 19 September 
1974. While their abduction of the two Born brothers was, 
strictly speaking, an internal Argentin e matter, the ransom 
which was exacted has since then allowed the Montoneros to 
engage in numerous terrorist incidents which have been truly 
international in character. 

According to information provided by leaders of the 
Montoneros, the planning of the operation against the Born 
brothers began during late 1973 or early 1974. The Montoneros 
decided that the firm of Bunge and Born, a multinational 
conglomerate, was guilty of exploiting its .workers, was the 
"enemy” of small and medium size rural producers who were 
"bankrupted" by the company’s monopolistic policies, and was 
"acting for its own benefit and profit and not in accord with 
the national interests of the countries where its businesses 
were established." 

The Montoneros concluded that a kidnaping operation 
should be conducted against the Bunge and Born company and 
it should be developed as follows: (1) collection of informa¬ 
tion on the company itself and on its principal leaders; (2) 
surveillance of target individuals to establish weaknesses 
in their defenses; (3) selection of the ambush site; (4) 
selection of Montonero members to participate in the 
operation; (5) execution of the ambush itself with subse¬ 
quent escape of the kidnapers; and finally, (6) announcement 
of a "trial" of those abducted and imposition of a "sentence" 
which would include a ransom payment. 

I The information section of the Montoneros provided the 

preliminary targeting information. After this initial 
survey and target analysis, which took several months, it 
was decided that Jorge Born, Jr., should be the major target 

( of the abduction, since he was the third most important man 
in the firm and would be the one to direct it in the future. 
The two senior members of the company, Jorge Born, Sr., and 
Mario Hirsh, were not chosen because both were considered 
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too elderly. Jtf^en it jvas observed that Jorge Born, Jr., was 
normally accompanied by his brother Juan, the Montoneros 
decided to kidnap both brothers. 

The terrorists learned that the Born family lived in 
the Beccar section of the city, and traveled to their 
offices in the Federal District every day, Monday through 
Friday, with great regularity. Each morning a three-car 
caravan would leave the home, and after leaving children in 
one of the area's private schools, two of the cars would 
follow a fixed route to the Born offices. It was determined 
that the family had at its disposal a total of seven vehicles. 

The route used by the Born family was over main 
streets which were normally choked with traffic and well- 
patrolled by police units. The kidnapers decided they would 
deal with this situation by blocking off a short section of 
the main avenue a minute before the Born vehicles arrived, 
detouring the Borns to a side street, and then reopening 
the route before police units discovered the trick. In 
searching for an obvious reason for a detour, the kidnapers 
discovered that workers were pruning trees along a section 
of the main avenue. The next step in this phase of the 
operation was the selection of the specific side street 
where the kidnapers could divert the Born vehicles and cap¬ 
ture the two brothers. 

Thirty Montoneros were chosen for the operation and they 
were divided into five teams. One team, consisting of three 
members, was to block the main avenue and then lift the 
barricade once the Born cars had turned. A nine-man team 
was to protect the blockaders and then move quickly to the 
kidnaping site and help protect that team. Two groups 
consisting of five men each (one dressed as a uniformed 
policeman) were to crash pickup trucks into the Born auto¬ 
mobiles in a fake accident. A fifth team, with six men 
(including the overall operation leader) , would actually 
kidnap the brothers. Finally, a two-man subteam would 
eliminate a gatekeeper on the escape route. 

The attack was set for 19 September 1974. On that date, 
according to plan, the Born caravan was detoured onto the 
side street and the Montoneros' two pickup trucks collided 
with the Ford Falcons belonging to the Borns. The Montonero 
disguised as a uniformed policeman, plus six "plainclothes" 
Montoneros, succeeded in keeping the Borns' guards occupied, 
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ostensibly trying to arrest them in connection with the auto 
accident, while the six-man team removed the Born brothers 
from their car and led them to one of the waiting escape 
vehicles. The two Montoneros who had attacked the gatekeeper 
calmly walked away, leaving two smashed Ford Falcons, two 
pickup trucks, and five cars--with honking horns--which had 
been accidentally detoured onto the side street along with the 
Born caravan. 

The Montoneros held a trial of the Born brothers and 
followed it with a sentencing. The sentence called for the 
following: a payment equivalent to $60 million U.S. in cash 
to the Montoneros, with another $1 million U.S. in goods to 
be distributed to specified sectors of the Argentine public; 
the personal involvement of the Born brothers in company/union 
negotiations in factories controlled by the Born family; 
placement of busts of Juan and Eva Peron in all Born factories 
and finally, publication of leaflets throughout Argentina to 
let the public know that the distribution of the goods was 
made under pressure from the Montoneros as part of the ransom 
for the safe release of the Born brothers. 


The ransom demands were met to the satisfaction of the 
Montoneros, and the Born brothers were released unharmed 
several months after the kidnaping. (UNCLASSIFIED)

WHEREAS: 


EFFECTIVE PROTECTION OF MAN' S ESSENTIAL RIGHTS IS A 
FUNDAMENTAL AND CONTINUING CONCERN OF THE PEOPLES OF 
THE AMERICAS; 

THOSE RIGHTS CAN BE VIOLATED BY INDIVIDUALS OR 
TERRORIST GROUPS WHOSE. PERSISTENT AND SYSTEMATIC 
CRIMINAL ACTS DISRUPT THE LIFE OF NATIONS; 


THE AMERICAN STATES HAVE THE RIGHT AND THE DUTY 
TO TAKE EFFECTIVE ACTION, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THEIR 
CONSTITUTIONAL PRINCIPLES, TO CURB TERRORIST ACTIVITIES 
IN ORDER TO SAFEGUARD THE LIFE OF NATIONS AND TO 
EFFECTIVELY PROTECT THE ESSENTIAL RIGHTS OF THEIR 
INHABITANTS;

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IN TRODUCTION (t errorism is_a . f act _ and _ ^a Y of l ife irj AreertLn? 
The guernllal^'ill'l^ies in the rural areas TTTucumSi ancHh”"" 
urban areas of Cordoba and Buenos Aires have been the subject of 
world-wide comment and endless analysis* However, another and 
possibly even more insidious form of guerrilla’warfare, to which 
little attention has heretofore been paid, is in full operation 
in Argentina. It is the war being carried out by the industrial 
guerrilla, who operates on the factory floor, in the union hall 
and, increasingly, in concert with management. His tactics are 
those used by his rural and urban cousins, but refined to the 
necessities of his particular environment.He aims'to radicalize 
the workers, alienate them from their legitimate leaders and 
their government, and win their sympathy so that they become his 
willing accomplices or docile followers. 

The industrial guerrilla’s efforts have been met with considerable 
success, and only now are the dangers and extent of those efforts 
being fully appreciated by the government and the populace. 
Consequently some formal action, probably military, to combat 
the industrial guerrilla can be expected in the near timeframe 
{see Reftel). However, repressive actions alone cannot eradicate 
the underlying problems which nourish the terrorists. Thus, the 

guerr ^ la is like ly to remain a fact of Argentine life 
for the foreseeable future. 
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An objective analysis of the factory guerrilla is impossible as 
concrete information on his plans and operations is unobtainable. 

This report, therefore, attempts only to outline the scope of the 
problem, to chronicle the public T s increasing awareness and con¬ 
cern, and to cite examples of industrial guerrilla tactics as 
described by a wide range of political, management and labor sources. 

* * * * * 


Embassy reporting has consistently pointed out the increasing 
alienation of the Argentine organized labor leadership from its 
rank-and-file. With the exception of only a handful of unions, the 
current national labor leaders are now virtually divorced from the 
workers they represent. Their authority has eroded to the point that 
rank-and-file parallel unions, usually called plant "Struggle 
Committees" or "Coordinating Committees", have virtually replaced 
elected union delegates in negotiations at the plant level. Invariably, 
those grass-roots committees are far more militant than their legiti¬ 
mate leaders. As a result, "illegal" strikes and gangster-style tactics 
are becoming increasingly common. 

In the viewpoint of many Argentine military, political and labor 
leaders, that increased militancy is caused by leftist subversives 
who are attempting to gain control of the working class. While that 
viewpoint is not wholly based on objective analysis, as many believe 
that all worker militancy is indistinguishable from subversion, there 
is little doubt that it has some basis in fact. Although the extent 
to which terrorist organizations are responsible for the new militancy 
is not statistically demonstrable, they are extremely active and there 
is ample evidence that they have encountered considerable success on 
the factory floor. 

The newsmedia and Argentines in general are becoming increasingly 
preoccupied with this aspect of subversive activity. Few days pass 
without some reference to it in the newsmedia. Publicly and privately, 
politicians, businessmen, military and labor leaders stress the 
seriousness of the problem. Following are some representative obser¬ 
vations. 

Radical Party (UCR) President Balbin commented at a press interview 
that he was deeply concerned as it was obvious that the "factory 
guerrilla is serving foreign interests". National Deputy Antonio 
Troccoli, who represents Buenos Aires Province, told Enboff Nov 2k 
that the factory terrorists were a "disastrous influence" and that 
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they controlled the main industrial plants in Greater Buenos Aires. 
Senator Eduardo Angeloz, who represents Cdrdoba Province, lamented 
to Qnboff that most factories in Cordoba were controlled by the ERP 
and Montoneros and that management there now negotiates directly 
with the terrorist controlled internal committees rather than with 
the elected union leadership. ' 

Both American and Argentine businessmen contacted by the reporting 
officer claimed that terrorists are responsible for the vast majority 
of cases of labor indiscipline in their factories. During visits to 
their plants, the reporting officer was advised by the American mana¬ 
gers of US owned automobile and tire factories that through their 
system of management “spies" they had identified 120 and 80 terrorist 
employees, respectively..They said they were keeping them under 
surveillance but that neither they nor the union was able to neutralize 
them. (However, as in almost all such cases, the terrorist employees 
were identified only as "communist agitators". The managers'were 
unable to be more specific and, in fact, left.little doubt that they 
considered every labor "agitator" to be a communist infiltrator). 

Except for only a few instances, labor leaders contacted by the 
reporting officer tended to agree with the businessmen that all 
factory oppositionists' were communist subversives. They, more than 
any other group, see the hand of "foreign interests” in the militant 
challenges to their authority. The only differentiation they were 
able to make when pressed for specifics was that the "Montoneros con¬ 
trol the Greater Buenos Aires area and-the ERP controls the interior 
areas". Although they are deeply concerned over the problem, they 
have thus far been incapable of finding any effective means to combat 
it. Their only suggested "solution" is for the police and military 
forces to suppress any "unauthorized" act of the workers. 

While the Military is not yet prepared to enforce trade union 
discipline, it is becoming increasingly concerned with the subversive 
aspects of the problem. But, as with all the other sectors, the 
Military also has difficulties in distinguishing between real subver¬ 
sion and more legitimate workers militancy. For example, during an 
early November interview published in MERCADO,'then given wide press 
play, Army General Carlos Delia observed that the factory guerrilla 
was.of special concern to the Military. After commenting that the 
^ n ^^ ra ^ ors were arming themselves to fight the management personnel, 
he.said that subversion was being carried out by "absenteeism, indus¬ 
trial^ sabotage and worker control over production". It hardly needs to 
be pointed out that absenteeism is a many faceted problem, only a 
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small part of which can be attributed to subversive activities, and 
worker control is a tenent of Peronist labor philosophy. 

Although the Military has been aware of the problem, its involvement 
thus far has been very low-key. One knowledgeable army officer 
advised the Defense Attachd that the army, in response to requests 
by plant managers, has had some soldiers assigned to a few plants, 
during the past few months. The Military*s first highly publicized 
participation in the war against factory subversion occurred on 
March 20, 1975 when, following a Ministry of Interior denunciation of 
a ’Vast subversive operation” by the ERP in the Villa Constitucion 
industrial area, military troops were used to arrest union leaders 
and break a metal workers strike. The Ministry’s failure to support 
its charges of subversion tended to discredit the entire operation 
and the Military quickly terminated its participation. However, the 
Military again entered the fray on November 18'when the Army inter¬ 
vened in a strike at the HIPASAM mine in Sierra Grande. Charging that 
the labor/management confrontation was being orchestrated by a small 
group of subversives, the Army broke the strike by arresting over 
300 workers, including the entire local union leadership. 

The November 18 action obviously marks a turning point in the Military 
involvement in the war against industrial terrorism. During the past 
few days the Press has reported that the Military is holding conversa¬ 
tions with management on how best to combat factory subversion. 
Additionally, the Nov 26 press reported that the "factory guerrilla 
problem” was being considered in an ongoing meeting of the Armed Forces’ 
Commanders in Chief. As the Military is now engaged in a major campaign 
against terrorist organizations throughout the country, it can be 
expected that they will also commit additional resources to combat the 
terrorists who operate on the factory floor. 

While public concern with the problem of industrial subversion is easy 
to chronicle, demonstrable acts and activities of the factory terrorists 
are virtually impossible to come by. However, there have been some 
incidents which do provide some insight into their operations. At one 
level,murder, kidnappings, and intimidation of management personnel are 
part and parcel of their tactics to win over the workers. Industrial 
Relations and Personnel Officers appear to be the major targets for 
assassination when management refuses to accede to workers’ demands. 

In practically all incidents of such assassinations in recent months , 
one or another of the terrorist organizations claimed credit for 
"solving" the workers’ problems by "removing" the management "exploiters". 
It can be accepted, therefore, that the killings are by terrorists rather 
than by the workers themselves. Following such killings or kidnappings 
of management personnel, the affected firm almost invariably complies 
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fully with the terrorists’ terns, which nomally consist of granting 
requested economic demands, payment of lost wages, and reinstatement 
of all discharged workers. 


Management probably has little alternative but to accede to those 
demands. One firm which refused to and instead closed its doors was 
the country’s major producer of synthetic fibers,'Hilanderias Olmos. 

In taking its case to the public, Hilanderias Olmos stated that it 
was forced to close down following an absolute breakdown in labor 
discipline, almost daily threats against management by workers and 
terrorists, and the assassination of its Personnel Officer. It charged 
/that despite repeated requests for police, Ministry of Labor and 
Ministry of Economy assistance, absolutely none was forthcoming. 
Instead, the company was intervened by the government following-its 
decision to close down and placed in the hands of a union interventor. 
In contrast to Hilanderias Olmos’ decision, most foreign firms comply 
with the terrorists’ demands, then transfer all of their foreign 
nationals out of the.country. The most recent move was by Mercedez- 
Benz, which shipped its entire non-Argentine management team to Uruguay 
m November. 


ven if management can positively identify the guerrillas in its 
work force, it finds itself virtually incapable of acting against 
them. On November 2k, the reporting officer visited a major Buenos 
Aires textile factory, which emplpys 15,000 workers, and was given 
the following information by management officials. It was the only 
case m which specifics concerning terrorist activities were offered. 

ive members of the ERP work in the key section of the plant, which 
produces the raw material for the entire factory system. The five do 
not hide their terrorist affiliation and, in fact, informed management 
that they were ERP members. According to the official who gave the 
information, management, the workers and the union delegates are all 
scared to death” of them. They have threatened both management and 
workers with death if anything should- happen to them. Accordingly, 
they are left unmolested. Management has not notified either the police 
or the military of their presence as they are convinced that the 
threats will.be carried out if the ERP members are arrested. The terro¬ 
rists. activities are nomally limited to propagandizing, but they do 
occasionally call for work slowdowns or stoppages. Invariably, the 
workers comply. In the case of this factory, therefore, the terrorists 
do not use.specific.intimidations to obtain specific ends, but rather 
a general intimidation to obtain acquiescence with their daily activitie 

Another guerrilla tactic is to use direct threats against workers. Both 
labor leaders and management officials described the following tactics 
to the reporting.officer. Workers are first told by the factory guerri¬ 
llas to comply with the latter’s call for a slowdown, walk-out, etc.

If a worker declines, he is harrassed at his workplace. If he is 
still rebellious, he can expect to receive threatening calls, his 
wife or parents receive calls or letters advising that he will be 
killed if he doesn't comply, his child or parent may be "kidnapped" 
for a few hours as evidence of what might happen, his house may be 
bombed, and, as a final warning to others, he may be seized from 
his home, brutalized, mutilated then filled with bullets or blown 
to pieces. Accordingly, the message gets to the rest of the workers. 
Those tactics, however, are more likely to be those of the ERP 
rather than the Montoneros. The latter, working through the Young 
Peronist Workers (Juventud Trabajadora Peronista - JTP), apparently 
are attempting to win over the workers to their own cause. Consequent¬ 
ly they concentrate more on intimidation and killing of management 
personnel rather than on harrassment of workers. 

In addition to tactics designed to intimidate and/or influence the 
workers, the factory guerrilla also deals directly'with the union in 
some instances. In some cases they have successfully won over the 
shop-level union leadership. In other cases they capture a union 
meeting and either through fear or simple aggressiveness force through 
their proposals. The head of the Buenos Aires Customs Workers Union 
described the following incident to the reporting officer. During the 
first part of November the Buenos Aires Port-Railway Workers union was 
agitating for a wage increase. At a general meeting the union agreed 
to accept a management's proposal for a P 3,000 raise. After the 
proposal was accepted unanimously, a group of about ten young men 
entered' the meeting, took the rostrum and insisted that the union 
hold out for a P 5,000 raise and declare an immediate strike in 
support of that demand. As it was clear that they were terrorists, 
no one dared oppose them. Accordingly, the union declared a strike 
and shut down the port. 

All of the above mentioned tactics have been used in labor disputes 
with management. It is presumed that they are the work of industrial 
terrorists rather than militant workers, although the latter are also 
capable of using some of them. The obvious end of such tactics is to 
discredit the elected union leadership, undermine management and the 
government, and radicalize the workers to the point that they become 
willing adherents or docile followers of the terrorists. 

In sum, the factory guerrilla now ranks with his urban and rural 
cousins as a major subversive threat. The public and government and 
military authorities are just now beginning to appreciate the extent 
to which he has been successful. No concerted plans have yet been 
prepared to counter industrial subversion, but some, primarily military,

can be expected within the near time frame. The long run battle 
against terrorist subversion, however,will depend not only on 
military action, but also on government moves to ameliorate the 
underlying conditions which gave rise to the social discontent 
which sustains the terrorist. Unfortunately, for Argentina and the 
Argentines, it appears that repressive actions will be the only 
response which the present political leadership will be able to 
visualize. As a result, industrial terrorism and the factory gue¬ 
rrilla can be expected to be a part of the Argentine scene for 
quite some time yet.
